The Joint Committee on Revision of the 
Rules at Work. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—The joint rules com- 


mittee of the National League and the 
American Association mot in this city yes- 
terday at the Tromont House to amend and 
alter the playing rules of the two organi- 
zations into a standard code, which it is 
intended shall govern the play not only of 
these two, but of all organizations which 
are under the .protection of the National 
agreement. The committee is composed of 
A. G, Spalding, of Chicago; John B. Day, 
of New York, and Jno. I. Rogers, of Phila- 
delphia, for the League, and Zuch Phelps, 
of Louisville; O. P. Cayler, of Cincinnati, 
and Wm. Barney, of Baltimore, for the As- 
sociation. 
Captains Anson, of Chicago; 


Ward, of New York; Comiskey, of St. 
Louis, and Swartwood, of Brooklyn, were 
admitted to take part in the proceedings as 
an advisory committee, 


With the exception of an hour's intermis- 


sion for luncheon, the committee worked 
steady from 10:80 a. m. until (i p. m., and 
yet left untouched a number of important 
rules which it is expected will occupy 
their time to-<lay. The most important 
rules adopted were as follows: 


1. Tlie borne plate will hereafter consist of 


a square ol -white robber instead of stone, so as 
to lessen the danger to players und decrease 
the mortality among base ball bats in tbe 
hands of nervous players who hsve a habit of 
rapping the plate. 


3. The first and third base bags will In future 
rest entirely upon their ground, instead of over- 
lapping the foul lines, as heretofore, thus re- 
lieving the umpire of all doubt In deciding fair 
or foul balte. at these points. 


8. The fiat bat may DOW be used in the Asso- 
ciation, as well as the League, at the discretion 
of the batmen. 


4. In order to secure a uniform size and 


weight In balls used In championship games, all 
associations, playing under the National agree- 
ment, will be required to used standard balls 
maaenby A. Q. Spalding & Bros, or A. J. Beach 
& Co., of Philadelphia. 


B. Every ball used in a championship game 


muet be confined In a puteboard box, and the 
geal most be the signature of the secretary ol 
the association of which the competing crabc 
are members. 


The rule requiring each club to place up- 


on its grounds two players benches and a 
bat-rack lor each waB adopted. The pitch- 
ing rules and the lines of the pitcher's bo 
were discussed at length, but it was 
finally determined to postpone action un- 
til to-day. There was also a long discufi- 
sion as to what restrictions should be 
placed on coachers. The rule adopted was 
that which has been hi vogue In the Ameri- 
can Association during the past yew, 
which keeps the coacher within a limit*;

The Trial of Ex-Alderman XcQnade 


NEW YonK, Nov. 15.—Ex-Alderman Ar-
